As we are into the Holiday Season, I want to take 
this opportunity to remind you and your employees of 
the new' laws dealing witli driving under the influence 
of alcohol and drugs, and tlie dan.gers and consequences 
rela.ting thereto. 

During the Christmas week, la.st year, the County of 
Los Angeles had over 4,000 persons charged with driving 
under the influence, however, statistics alone do not tell 
the whole story. 

The California Vehicle Code provides that it is un¬ 
lawful for any person to drive a vehicle w'ho is under 
tlie influence of into.xicating liquor or drugs. The penal¬ 
ties for violating this law .a.re severe. For Instance, a first 
.conviction is punishable by imprisonment Ln jail for not 
less than 48 hours or more than six months, or by a fine 
of between $250 and $500, or by both a fine and imprison¬ 
ment. Subsequent convictions call for even harsher pen- 
a.ties, including mandatory jail lime. 

Further, under recent California law, if an employee, 
having come under the influence of alcohol or drugs 
during an office party, or while working and leaves your 
establisliment and becomes hurt in a traffic accident or 
is otherwise injured after leaving your estbalishment the 
EMPLOYER may well be held liable under the new Cali¬ 
fornia laws of Workmen’s Compensation. Further the 
EMPLOYER may be civilly liable for the aerts of its 
employees who cause injuries or death to other persons 
or damage to property. 

CAUTION, Employers .... Starting an employee 
with just one small drink, maybe a beer, or a toast of 
wine, couJd mean disaster to you if ihe is involved in 
an accident and has liquor on his breath . . . What law 
officers constitute “under the influence” could be de- 
tWLt why aubiect yourself to those poei&ihVlltles. 

Jtnd its staff wish you antf yours a safe, hcaJtliy an.tl 
happy holiday season, and Gh>d keep you safe to return 
to work and your businesses on Januaiy .sexend, sans 
any court appearances throughout 1976.

Property taxes once again are the most unpopular of 
taxes and 83 per cent of the United States’ citizens want 
government to halt further expansion of services and 
taxes, the Advisory Commission on Inter-goverimental 
Relations (ACIR) reports. 

Each year ACIR has public opinion polls c'onducted by 
Opinion Research Corporation of Princeton. N. J.. to 
measure pubic attitudes about government. 

Answers to the questions often are toned according 
to current events. Property taxes, for example, have con¬ 
sistently b(?en the most unpopular tax, the one most 
people believe is the least fair. Yet in 1974 the federal 
income tax was listed as the least fair by most people 
and property taxes were second. This was attributed 
to reaction to Watergate. This year the poll was taken 
in May, which was during the time many people were 
receviing federal income tax rebates and that, too, might 
have made a difference in attitude. 

'This is reflcxrted further in the change in attitude 
on “which form of government” gives the "most for the 
money.” The normal answer is federal by 35 to 39 per 
cent, but last year this dropped to 29 per cent and this 
year was back up to 38 per cent. Local government runs 
second with state gov'ernmont third.
